The great 
loy to me In this jubilee, with the 
(lory ot the spiritual Joy of twenty- ' 
tire years of priesthood, Is the 
thought that Ood has given to me 
this .vear 400 boys. Four hundred 
boys with the faith ot the Christian 
(n their minds, the love of Christ our 
Lord in their hearts, the beauty and 
the morality of the law of Christ in 
their lives, which oan be brought 
there and kept there only by the 
dogmatic teeeking ot ike Christian 
faith. 

"This you win not find In the etker 
anlTersltles of the land who do not 

or can not enforce dogmatie teaching 
of the Christian faith because there 
the President can not control the pro- 
fesBora it he willed, and the profes- 
sors will not accept the control of 
Christian faith, and the pupils turn 
away from God. Their minds are 
planged Into a chaos ot doubt and be- 
wtMermeat and their college career 
leaves them agnostics or infidels, and 
has robbed them ot the Christian 
faith ot their childhood, But this Is 
"AOt 'SO with you, my beys. Tou be- 
lieve In C.od. In the teaching of .lesus 
fhrist, the Son of Cod, in the teach- 
ings, the (lograatlc teachings of the 
fhurch founded by Him. You know 
right from wrong and wrong in thi> 
moral life what you have to do, and 
what you have to avoid, and you 
know this Is the eemmaM ot Ood, 
wklck kaa tke aaaettoa of tke eternal 
law of heaven. That Is, that Ood will 
punish evil and reward good, and 
that you must answer to the 
Almighty for every thought and word 
»nd deed of yo\ir llvi s. from the be- 
ginning to the end of life. If yoii 
aave served God according to the 
conditions He has laid down, you will 
bave eternal lite, if not, eternal 
'deatk. There la tke greatest lesaon 
ot yenr college Ute— wltk it you Ire 
men. htgh-mlnded men; without It 
yon become cultured criminals whose 
only law Is their passions, the desires 
of their hearts and llie Holy Ghost 
gays, 'He that giveth bis heart Its 
aesires will become a Jor to kis 
enemies.' 

"This is why the cry goes up In 
the land for religion in the schools, 
In our colleges and universities — and 
from all men wko bare not lost llielr 
Christian faith. And tke only ones 
wko are satisHed wltk other condi- 
tions are those who have lost their 
talth in Cod-- whether so-called 
Protestant, Jew or Ceiitile, who have 
become ■)ractl(al infidels, whether 
they choose to themselves a name of 
better sound, whether It be agnostic, 
materialist, rationalist, sodallst. 
freetklnker. liberated from tke op- 
presatea "t creed or dogma. But It 
matters not what they call them- 
srivea, their talth is dead, they have 
turned aside from Cod, they have 
rejected Christ and embraced their 
•elf-made and seif-iauntit religion, 
and have cast their joy mid Imppini ss

During the civil 
war both sides stole melodies from 

ihe European nations, and now, ac- 
rurdint; I<i au'hentic reports, "Yan- 
«(■(■ Iidodli " and "Dixie" are old 
Irish airs adapted to suit Americans. 
One of our esteemed Irish-American 
friends In LontoTiUe aeods ns the 
following: 

Approproa of the dlaeuaalon rela- 
tive to the origin ot "Dlzle." the 
following letter of W. M. Orattan 
(•■"lood, author of the "History of 
Irish Music" and "History ot the 
Harp," throws furtlier light on this 
famous melody. Mr. Flood is a re- 
MKinsible authority ami is not Kiveii 
to unqualified statements: ".My pub 
.ishers duly forwarded me your let- 
ter, and I have much pleasure In 
inswsrlng It, It only to vindicate the 
Irish origin ot 'Yankee Doodle.' 
Uarlon Harland merely repeats the 
exploded myth as told for the past 
century in all published accounts of 
the origin of 'Yankee Doodle' until 
i^harles I. and Cromwell association 
was shown to be utterly absurd by 
Hartley Squire, ot the British 
.Museum. The verses to Lucy Locket 1 1 
can not possibly have been written ' 
before tk* year 17t|, wkllat Kitty 
Pisker did not die until 17T1. I state 
aow definitely that the tune of 'Yan- 
kee Doodle' Is Irish and was known 
before the year 1750 as 'All the Way 
(o Oalway.' The song ot 'Yankee 
Doodle' was adopted to tbls air In 
1766 (1756?), and the earliest ref- 
erence to It is In April. ITtiV. when 
It was Included as the fomth air in 
the comic opera ot 'The Uiaappolnt- 
ment' Oliver Wendell Holmes 
rightly calls tbe air 'a country 
dance,' and a manuscript copy of the 
Irish dance tune dated 1760 la still 
oreserved. It was first printed by 
^Ird, of Glasgow, in 1782, 'Dixie' is 
ilBo an Irish air, merely arranged 
By Dan Kmmett for Bryant's mln- 
itrels. By the way, Bryant himself, 
mho ra^. the Christy minstrel busi- 
ness in New York In i860, was an 
irishman. His real name was Cor- 
aeliuB O'Bryan, and he died in 
Brooklyn In 1902. Tkare wore tkiee 
brothers In the family — Ooraellns 
( Neill), Daniel and Jerry. Nelll gave 
the Irish air to Dan Emmett, who 
sang it In New York in February, 
1859."

The Tory Peers are dying In the 
last ditch according to tke latest ca- 
ble advices. It Is now probable that 
the Teers instead ot amending tbe 
veto bill and sending It back to the 
House of Commons will reject It en- 
tirely. In that event Premier As- 
(|uilh will request King George to 
create 5oo new Peers. However, the 
Liberals sre no more anxious than 
the Tories to see the House of Lords 
Inflated, and the Premier's request 
to the King will not be made until 
the Lords make It absolutely un- 
avoidable. 

Two moves were made In the 
House of Lords on Monday that ex- 
cited comment. One was a confer- 
puce of the Conservative leaders, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, the Karl of 
Snlbourne, Baron Middleton and the 
■Marquis of Salisbury and others. Just 
what transpired at the conference 
has not been glvejl out authorita- 
tively, but it isruowred that tbe Con- 
servatives have ddetded to reject the 
veto bill altogether. The second 
move ot the day to cause comment 
was Lord Morley'a appeal to the Lib- 
eral Peers. In a tlrcular letter ad- 
dressed to them he said: 

"It is possible that a certain num- 
ber of opposition Peers may force 

divisie,a on tht'itlfed MAdlaSvOt the 
Parliamentary bill. Tbe momentous 
results at stake, both Immediate and 

in the future, make It In the highest 

degree desirable that no supporter of 
the bill should be absent from his 
place. I earnestly trust therefore 
that Your I>ordships will not fail to 
give His Majesty's Government the 
advantage of your i)resence on what 
may prove so truly critical an occa- 
sion." 

Lord Motley's unusual appeal has 
been attributed to a threat to reject 
the bill. The matter caused quite a 
flurry for a little while and then was 
succeeded by comfortable calm. 
Meanwhile there Is a struggle on be- 
tween tho two factions of the Con- 
servatives in the House of Lords, 
the standiiatters and those who are 
wining to accei't tbe bill under pro- 
test. 

While tbe Lords are worrying over 
the veto bill the newly erowned King 
and Queen appear to be hugely en- 

ioylng themselves. Within a week 
they visited Ireland, Wales and Scot- 
land, and If reports be true they en- 
Joyed their visit 111 Ireland more than 
the tours of Wales and Scotland. 
Regarding his visit to Ireland King 
George said: "I never knew any- 
ihing like It," and Queen Mary 
chimed in, "It really was delightful. 
We were made so perteetly at kome 
on tke Inatant we arrived, and the 
warmth of tke people tkrilled us." 

Botk political parties are trying to 
make capital out ot tke royal visit to 
Ireland. The Unionists declare that 
tht' Nationalists ahowed the King 
that they were perfei'tly eonteiiied 
and did not want home rule, while 
the Nationalists believe that the King 
win do bi» utmost to restore Ireland's 
Parliameat.
